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"hen M*A*S*H finally wrap- 

f ped this year, Harry Morgan 

sighed and said he was 

pooped. A few weeks later he signed 

on for the spinoff, “AfterMASH.” 
How come? 

“Well,” Morgan said, trying to sound 
sheepish, “if it had been anything else 
I wouldn't have done it.” 

Those who know Harry might 
wonder why he didn't choke on those 
words. Of all the actors in Hollywood, 
Morgan is among the most tireless. 
During his eight years on M*A*S*H, 
he managed to sandwich in at least five 
feature motion pictures, two movies 
for television and one TV special. 

“I kind of lose count,” Morgan 
trailed off. “1 read in my spare time, 
and come to think of it I haven't been 
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a 


reading much lately.” 

Life was a little quieter for Harry 
when he made “Charley and the 
Angel" for Disney in 1973. At that time 
he only had about 72 feature films, six 
television series, a dozen TV guests 
spots and a couple of TV movies be- 
hind him. He could read and loaf 
around his 15-acre ranch in Santa 
Rosa, California, where he raised 
quarter horses. 

“The ranch is really my relaxation, 
when I get up there,” Morgan said. 
“That's not too often right now. 
There's lots of work to be done...have 
you ever seen 15 acres of weeds?” 

And what about his plans after 
"AfterMASH?" 

“Can't say. If I'm pooped,” Morgan 
said, *I might take a rest for a while."

n *Charley and the Angel" Cloris 
Leachman plays the wife of a man 
visited by his guardian angel 
“It Happened One Christma 
plays an angel. It’s no surprise that 
Cloris's views on angels are as extraor- 
dinary as her best known film roles. 

“We all have these 20-foot pillars of 
white pile and fluff above our heads,” 
she said with a hint of a smile. “Our 
ghostly guides, I call them.

This month, Cloris resumes a na- 
tional tour of the new James Prideaux 
comedy *The Housekeeper" She is 
also developing a television pilot for 
Dick Clark Productions and 20th 
Century-Fox. 

Despite a hectic schedule as an ac- 
tress and the mother of five children, 
she finds time to play the 
piano in the 16-track 
recording 

studio in 
her home 
and to 
cook. 


"f 'obody knew it then, but when 
Fred MacMurray finished 
“Charley and the Angel” for 

Walt Disney Productions, he also was 
ending his acting career. 

“I'd made over 80 movies and been 
on the series [My Three Sons'] for 12 
years,” MacMurray said. “So that was 
that. I decided Га worked long 
enough.” 

About 22 times a year, as he has fora 
decade, MacMurray plays in benefit 
golf tournaments around the country 
and abroad. He enjoys the game im- 
mensely, and admits he’s dropped 
some of his former enthusiasms as a 
result, He owns a 2,300-acre ranch on 
the Russian River in Northern Cali- 
fornia, where he used to fish and raise 
Black Angus cattle. 

“I go up there occasionally,” he said,

"My real name was Ann Jura 
Nauseda. But Mr. Disney thought that. 
was too hard to pronounce, so he 
asked if he could change it. He called 
Jack Donohue, who was directing the 
picture. Jack took his daughter's 
name, Jill, put my name at the end, 
stuck an ‘i’ in the middle, and came up 
with ‘Jilliann.’ That was how I was bil- 
led in ‘Babes in Toyland,’ ‘Sammy, the 
Way-Out Seal, "The Mouse Factory’ 
and other Disney productions. 
During my teens I just got too 
lazy to write the last ‘п, so I 
dropped it." 

Ann went from looking 
like a million as a child act- 
ress to a jillion as a grown- i 
up star. She played a glam- 
orous torch 


singer in “Sammy Cahn’s Words and 
Music,” proved to be a show-stopper 
in “Sugar Babies” with Mickey Rooney 
and Ann Miller, and was an absolute 
smash in “Making a Living” and “Mae 
West” on TV. She presently has the 
title role of Jennifer Farrell in the 
“Jennifer Slept Here” teleseries. 

Although she’s been in show biz all 
her life, Ann is still star-struck. “There 
I was, a kid, appearing with Ray 
Bolger and Ed Wynn in ‘Babes in Toy- 
land.’ How lucky to have gotten a start 
with legends like that!” ¥

Watch BUD'S GARAGE December 1, 4, 5, 9, 15, 18, 31 or follow the directions 
here to make one—or several. 


EASY-TO-MAKE KALEIDOSCOPE 9% 


MATERIALS NEEDED: 

1) Polarized lenses from an old pair of sunglasses. (Ask Mom or 
Dad before using.) You can tell if lenses are polarized by holding 
them up together and turning them. If polarized, at some point the 
lenses will stop light from coming through as you're turning them 
and everything will go black. 

2) 2 cardboard tubes (from paper towels, wrapping paper, etc.). 

3) Clear cellophane (like a cookie wrapper) and black 
construction paper. 

4) Scissors and clear tape. 


DIRECTIONS: 

1) Tape a lens to the end of one tube with the concave side 
(that's the side that curves in like a bowl) facing in. 

2) Cut cellophane into lots of little strips. The 
more strips you use, the more pretty colors 
you'll see. Tape strips to concave side of 
second lens with clear tape. (Use as 
much tape as you want, as long as it's 
transparent.)
